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DETAILED ACTION 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 15-17, 42, and 43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kilpiaetal (US 6,076,281). 

Kilpia discloses a web finishing section in a paper machine including a dryer section 
having one or more dryer groups, a calender and a reel-up. In the finishing section of Figure 3, 
belt 76 runs over guide roll 84 and into direct contact with reeling cylinder (reel drum) 86 where 
the web is reeled to form a machine roll (reel spool) 88. The web passes through a nip formed 
by the belt and the reeling cylinder prior to being wound into a roll. The belt is stretched 
between three guide rolls (including guide rolls 78 and 84). 

Claims 15-17, 42, and 43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hostetler (US 4,356,059). 

Hostetler discloses a papermaking machine for making bulky absorbent webs that 
includes a Yankee dryer 50, reel drum, and reel spool. See Figure 1. The web travels from the 
Yankee dryer directly to the reel drum. Belt 58 is arranged above the web and forms a nip with 
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the reel spool. The web passes through the nip formed by the belt and the reel drum prior to 
being wound onto the reel spool. The belt is stretched between four guide rolls. 

Claims 15-17, 42, and 43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Klerelid (US 6,398,909). 

Klerelid discloses an apparatus for imprinting, drying, and reeling a fibrous web. The 
apparatus comprises a winding drum (reel drum) 6 and a rotatable reel spool 3 for forming a 
finished roll 4. A press 30 is arranged in cooperation with the winding drum and forms a nip 
therebetween. At least one endless belt passes through the nip along with the web. The web 
passes between the belt and the winding drum before being wound onto the reel spool. The belt 
is stretched between guide rolls 41 and 42. 

Claims 45-47, 49, and 50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Lin etal (US 5,944,273). 

Lin discloses a method of producing a uniformly wound parent roll that comprises 
carrying a tissue web on an impermeable transfer belt which transfers the sheet 
to the parent roll as the parent roll is urged against the belt. The deflection of the transfer belt is 
detected and, in response, the reel spool position is controllably changed to maintain the 
deflection within predetermined limits. The belt effectively forms a nip with the paper roll as it 
supports and guides the web onto the roll. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 41, 44, 48, and 51 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 

but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 

base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The claims are allowable for further controlling the tension in the belt to provide a linear 

load in the nip proportional to a ratio between the belt tension and a radius of the reel drum or 

paper roll.
